Henry Cabot Lodge, should be 
allegiance to the charter of the 
international organization. This 
policy would allow dual seats for 
the Germanys, Vietnams and 
Koreas as well as mainland and 
Nationalist China. 


Lodge, President Nixon's 


envoy to the Vatican, delivered 


the report of the 50-member 
commission to the White House 
Monday. 


The report, which said the 


United Nations can work best if 
it includes all governments, was 
released as the United States 
and mainland China are moving 
ever so slightly toward im- 
proved relations.

Variations In Staining 
Woods Are Endless 


By ANDY LANG 
AP Newsfeatures 


When a precise result in wood 


finishing is desired, some sort of 
test should be conducted ahead 
of time, preferably on some 
inconspicuous part of the item. 


This is never more important 


than when you desire to change 
the color of the wood by staining 
it. The shade variations are 
almost endless, even when using 
the same color stain on the same 
kind of wood. Thus, two persons 
using stain from 
the same 


container on the same piece of 
furniture could get two different 
results. 


The most important factor in 


obtaining the desired shade is 
the amount of time elapsing 
between the application of the 
stain and 
the 
wipe-off, 
the 


procedure necessary to remove 
the excess from the surface of 
the wood. The longer the stain is 
left on before the wipe-off, the 
darker and shade. To the novice, 
the difference between a stain 
that is wiped off instantly and 
one left on for a single minute is 
often very surprising. 


Stain can be applied directly 


to the wood or after a thin coat of 
sealer has been applied. After 
staining, a sealer is usually 
necessary beforre the final coat. 
However, 
modern 
stains 


sometimes 
contain 
sealers 


within themselves, so be sure to 
read the label on the container to 
determine whether a sealer is 
necessary and, if so, what kind. 


Some wood finishers find it 


practical to lighten the shade of 
an oil stain by diluting it with 
turpentine and then wiping it off 
immediately after application. 
For a very light shade, as much 
as 60 per cent turpentine to 40 
per cent stain is used. 


In making a test, turn over the 


object to an area that won't 
normally be seen, such as the 
underside of a table. Apply a bit 
of the stain and then wipe it off 
in, let us say, 15 seconds. If, 
after drying, it seems too light, 
make another test, this time 
waiting 45 seconds or whatever 
time you wish. The important 
thing is to time the wipe-off 
accurately, so that when you get 
the shade you want, you'll know 
how long to wait during the 
actual staining. 


What happens if there is no 


part of the item that won't be 
seen? In that case, apply a very 
light stain, diluted with tur- 
pentine and wiped off at once. 
You can always make it darker 
if necessary. 


We favor applying the stain 


with a brush, but we have seen 
some excellent results with a 
lintless cloth. The wipe-off 
should always be done with a 
cloth.

Variations In Staining 
Woods Are Endless 


By ANDY LANG 
AP Newsfeatures 
When a precise result in wood 
finishing is desired, some sort of 
test should be conducted ahead 
of time, preferably on some 
inconspicuous part of the item. 
This is never more important 
than when you desire to change 
the color of the wood by staining 
it. The shade variations are 
almost endless, even when using 
the same color stain on the same 
kind of wood. Thus, two persons 
using stain from 
the same 
container on the same piece of 
furniture could get two different 
results. 
The most important factor in 
obtaining the desired shade is 
the amount of time elapsing 
between the application of the 
stain and 
the 
wipe-off, 
the 
procedure necessary to remove 
the excess from the surface of 
the wood. The longer the stain is 
left on before the wipe-off, the 
darker and shade. To the novice, 
the difference between a stain 
that is wiped off instantly and 
one left on for a single minute is 
often very surprising. 


Stain can be applied directly 
to the wood or after a thin coat of 
sealer has been applied. After 
staining, a sealer is usually 
necessary beforre the final coat. 
However, 
modern 
stains 
som etimes 
contain 
sealers 


within themselves, so be sure to 
read the label on the container to 
determine whether a sealer is 
necessary and, if so, what kind. 
Some wood finishers find it 
practical to lighten the shade of 
an oil stain by diluting it with 
turpentine and then wiping it off 
immediately after application. 
For a very light shade, as much 
as 60 per cent turpentine to 40 
per cent stain is used. 
In making a test, turn over the 
object to an area that won’t 
normally be seen, such as the 
underside of a table. Apply a bit 
of the stain and then wipe it off 
in, let us say, 15 seconds. If, 
after drying, it seems too light, 
make another test, this time 
waiting 45 seconds or whatever 
time you wish. The important 
thing is to time the wipe-off 
accurately, so that when you get 
the shade you want, you’ll know 
how long to wait during the 
actual staining. 
What happens if there is no 
part of the item that won’t be 
seen? In that case, apply a very 
light stain, diluted with tur­ 
pentine and wiped off at once. 
You can always make it darker 
if necessary. 
We favor applying the stain 
with a brush, but we have seen 
some excellent results with a 
lintless clcth. The wipe-off 
should always be done with a 
cloth.

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We Can Ignore Those Flags 


Vice President Agnew termed it grotesque that peace paraders 


in Washington carried the Viet Cong flag. Grotesque hardly seems 
the word for it. But it is doubtful that Viet Cong flags were in- 
dicative of the feeling of many of the estimated 200,000 demon- 
strators. We can be quite certain they do not indicate the sen- 
timents and desires of the great majority of Americans. 


There are a lot of Americans today who want the war in In- 


dochina to be brought to a close at once — not at some future date 
when Mr. Nixon and the Pentagon think the South Vietnamese can 
Keep the present regime in power in Saigon without help. But that 
doesn't mean they think the Viet Cong are to be lauded. They just 
think there is no threat "to this country that justifies running the 
number of Americans killed and wounded higher, and of seriously 
dislocating the economy at home 


Such occurrences as the carrying of Viet Cong flags in the war 


protest parade are indicative, however, of a two-fold danger that is 
always with us There is the danger that revolutionary activists 
who are aiming at changes far more extensive than speeding the 
end of the war will gain ground they never could have gained 
without some such field of dissatisfaction. Then, at the same time, 
there is the danger that a lot of people who are for ending the war 
now still won't join the war protests because they see the radical 
protesters and the Viet Cong flags and rate peace and revolution 
together. 


Mass protests such as those in Washington and San Francisco 


have the elements of trouble and violence in them It seems right 
that they should be discouraged and probably may have to be 
outlawed. When they become so large that they disrupt a com- 
munity's legitimate activities, it seems right that they should be 
prevented even if there is no violence But that doesn't mean that 
there should not be vigorous protest against the Indochina war. 


It can best take the form of group pronouncements and of 


personal letters and personal contact with legislators. If the men 
who represent us in Washington know that we consider their stand 
on the war the most important consideration before them, and that 
we plan to remember it when we vote, most of them will heed us. 
We do not need to march through the streets of Washington or San 
Francisco. And we should ignore revolutionaries and crackpots 
who carry Viet Cong flags. If they cause trouble and land in jail, we 
should ignore that, too. But that should not deter us, either, in our 
demand that the men on Capitol Hill, in the Pentagon, and at the 
White House cease being so generous with other people's lives. 


An Encouraging Development

Buried CIA Invasion Cosh 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON 
— 
My 


associate Les Whitten has just 
returned from a treasure hunt 
for buried CIA cash in the 
Florida Keys where priates once 
stashed Spanish gold. 


He found one cache where 


thousands in molding $20 bills 
had been buried. But someone 
had reached the secret site 
ahead of him. All Whitten found 
were six weathered, matted $20 
bills that apparently had been 
dropped about 200 yards away. 


In an earlier 
column, we 


reported that the Central In- 
telligence Agency had delivered 
bales of $20 bills to Cuban exile 
leaders to finance clandestine 
operations against Communist 
Cuba 


A s s a s s i n a t i o n 
teams, 


sabotage squads and commando 
units were sent agaiast Castro 
after the abortive Bay of Pigs 
invasion. These missions ap- 
parently were halted after 
P r e s i d e n t 
K e n n e d y ' s 


assassination. But the CIA 
continued to slip 
infiltration 


teams into Cuba to gather in- 
telligence. 


The CIA paid all expenses, 


apparently, in cash. Huge sums 
were turned over to exile 
leaders, who gave no accounting 
of how they spent it. 


There were whispers that 


some money had disappeared 
into private bank accounts, that 
other thousands were buried in 
former pirate lairs in the 
Florida Keys. 


SECRET CIA SITE 


One who perked up his ears 


over the whispers was Bradley 
Ayers, a former Army captain, 
who was on loan to the CIA in 
1963-64 to train Cuban assault 


teams. One training site had 
been located on Upper Key 
Largo on land that the Monroe 
County tax assessor's 
office 


identified as belonging to the 
University of Miami. 


The CIA also operated out of a 


front, called Zenith Technical 
Enterprises, on the university's 
south 
campus. 
Thus 
the 


respected university, wittingly 
or otherwise, provided the site 
for an extension course in in- 
filtration and demolition. 


Ayres learned enough from 


his former trainees to figure out 
where some of the CIA money 
might be hidden. He told us he 
discovered a half-buried suit- 
case full of molding, mutilated 
$20 bills. 


The suitcase was in a remote 


spot that he, was 
confident 


wouldn't be discovered. He took 
out a dozen bills to make sure 
they weren't counterfeit. The 
banks redeemed all but two 
badly weathered $20 bills 


Then Ayers' 
house 
was 


mysteriously broken into and 
records of his find were taken. 
Fearing the CIA or Cuban exiles 
were watching him, he dared not 
return to the cache. 


However, he told us his story 


and showed us the bank records,. 
We also checked out his veracity 
carefully I sent Les Whitten to 
accompany him back to the 
Keys to recover the CIA money. 
We 
notified 
the 
Treasury 


Department, in general terms, 
that all recovered CIA cash 
would be turned over to the 
Treasury. 


TREASURE HUNT 


Whitten, Ayers and Ayres' 


wife flew to an air strip on Upper 
Key Largo. Using it as a base of 
operations, they reconnoitered 


the dark mangrove thickets, 
sluggish canals, treacherous 
swamps of sea grass, and 
crocodile-infested creeks where 
Ayres had once trained Cuban 
commandos. 


For two days, they chugged 


through the creeks in a shallow- 
draft 18-foot skiff, startled oc- 
casionally by 
the 
barks of 


crocodiles. When they were 
convinced no one was following, 
they plunged 
through 
un- 


derbrush so thick they couldn't 
see four feet ahead. 


Finally, they came upon the 


bramble-cloaked site where 
Ayres said he had discovered 
the suitcase The soil at the 
hiding place had been turned up 
and sifted for ten yards in all 
directions The underbrush and 
sea grass were tramped as if by 
many feet. 


The suitcase full of currency 


was gone. Disappointed, they 
combed the area. Within a 
quarter mile, then Whitten 
discovered a sheaf of three bills 
matted together with mud and 
grass. 


The bills were near scraps of a 


road map, which Ayers said had 
been used as a wrapper for the 
suitcase bills. 


Treasury records show the 


bills were printed between 
April, 1966, and August, 1968. 
There is no way to prove this 
was part of the money which the 
CIA continued to provide anti- 
Castroite exiles. But the stories 
that led to the cache came in 
part to Ayres from Cubans he 
helped tram for the CIA. 


WASHINGTON WHIRL 


Volunteer Army — President 


Nixon is leading the opposition 
to his own proposal for a 
volunteer Army — at least for 


the next two years. At a secret 
White House legislative con- 
ference, 
he warned 
GOP 


congressional leaders: "Some 
votes to end the draft may look 
popular temporarily. But in the 
long 
view, 
our 
recom- 


mendations (to extend the draft 
for two years) will prove to be 
right." White House aide Peter 
Flanigan explained to the 
leaders that "a shortfall of 
100,000 men is expected" next 
year. He described 
the Ad- 


ministration's plans to en- 
courage volunteers by offering 
financial incentives, including a 
$6,000 bonus to those will will 
reenlist for combat duty. But he 
warned this "would mean cuts 
in other vital areas in the 
Defense Department." 


Hero's Reward — Exactly one 


year ago, Army Sgt. Maj. James 
Palmer 
leaned 
from 
his 


helicopter to draw fire and to 
warn his men on the ground of a 
Viet Cong ambush. A hurricane 
of enemy ground fire exploded 
his helicopter, killing him in- 
stantly. The U. S. awarded him a 
posthumous Silver Star for 
bravery but cut off payments to 
keep his 14-year-old son in a 
special school for children with 
learning 
problems. Sub- 


sequently, Mrs. Palmer has had 
to pay $1,700 out of her meager 
pension to keep her son in 
school. Embarrassed Pentagon 
officials told us the law allows 
tuition payments only if the 
father is alive. There are some 
165 children and handicapped 
wives who have been cut off 
from payments because of this 
technicality. We have called 
attention to this inequity in the 
past, and Sen. Mac Mathias, R- 
Md., is now lobbying to amend 
the law.

Police Need Mounts With Lav/breaking 


BATON ROUGE, La. — Like 


everybody else, only as usual 
more so, the kids are troubled by 
reports that the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation is getting out of 
hand. 
At Louisiana State 


University, for instance, the 
matter came up several times, 
with questions asked that 
demanded specific answers. 
What about the FBI agent who 
reported on the scoutmaster 
who wanted to take his troops to 
the Soviet Union? What about 
Hale Boggs' charge that his 
telephone is being tapped? What 
about the charge that J. Edgar 
Hoover gave Lyndon Johnson 
details of Martin Luther King's 
priapic extra-marital life? 


First, the context: in the 


absence of which explanations 
simply aren't very useful. The 
most important thing to bear in 
mind is that you do not need any 
policework at all when there are 
no lawbreakers But as law- 
breaking mounts, so does the 
necessity for police-work 


Second, the rise in lawlessness 


is in two general categories- 
conventional crime, and what 
one might call ideological 
crime Car theft, mugging, rape, 
and murder have risen spec- 
tacularly during the past ten 
years. This requires intensified 
police activity, refined methods 
of crime detection, and im- 
provement in the judicial and 
penological systems. 


The 
rise 
in subversion 


requires more subtle treatment. 
During the thirties, forties, and 
fifties, subversion was mostly 
the organized job of the Com- 
munist Party, as agents for the 
Soviet 
Union. 
The 
FBI 


brilliantly penetrated the CP, 
and 
the 
tightly-disciplined 


Communists were neutralized. 


During the sixties, subversion 


proliferated, became, in a 
manner of speaking a free en- 
t e r p r i s e , 
d e c e n t r a l i z e d 


operation, of the kind that can't 
be patrolled by the penetration 
of 
a 
single 
central 
unit.

American public (correctly, in 
Mr Hoover's estimate) simply 
wouldn't stand for it So, in the 
case of, for instance, Oswald, 
the FBI had a dossier on him, 
which however was 
of only 


posthumous use — but it didn't 
drag him in. Nor should it have. 


Cases The way one finds out 


about the Lee Harvey Oswalds 
of this world is by accumulating 
vast amounts of information, 
most of it absolutely useless. It 
requires a greater imagination 
than I have to figure out the 
reason why a scoutmaster 


desires to take his boys to 
Russia. But I am prepared to 
assume, in the absence of any 
evidence that anyone was ever 
persecuted on account of his 
having traveled, during his 
vacation, to Russia, that this is 
whatomnium-gatherum means: 
you begin by collecting all data, 
almost without discrimination. 


On the matter of Mr. Boggs, 


we have 
the 
word 
of 
the 


President of the United States 
that Mr. Boggs' phone was not 
tapped. There are those who say 
that Mr. Nixon would not 
hesitate to prevaricate. All 
right, give Mr Nixon's critics 
the benefit of the doubt But why 
would Mr. Nixon he, if there is a 
chance he would be caught?

Finally, the matter of Martin 


Luther King We do not know 
whether it is so. But, I consider 
this the single most serious 
charge leveled against the FBI, 
inasmuch as Dr. King was not a 
government 
employe, 
and 


assaults on his privacy, if they 
do not bear remotely on the 
security of the nation against 
crime 
or 
subversion, 
are 


inexcusable. 


What is the balance? It 


suggests that the case against 
the FBI is very weak: indeed, 
that it is mostly ideological. If 
anybody wants to make a more 
convincing case against the 
FBI, surely it should take the 
form of saying that they are 
underachieving rather than 
over-zealous. After all, when one 
gets mugged, raped, murdered, 
or blown up these days, it is done 
not by the FBI, but by those the 
FBI failed to lay their hands on.

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W e Can Ignore Those Flags 


Vice President Agnew termed it grotesque that peace paraders 
in Washington carried the Viet Cong flag. Grotesque hardly seems 
the word for it. But it is doubtful that Viet Cong flags were in­ 
dicative of the feeling of many of the estimated 200,000 demon­ 
strators. We can be quite certain they do not indicate the sen­ 
timents and desires of the great majority of Americans. 


There are a lot of Americans today who want the war in In­ 
dochina to be brought to a close at once — not at some future date 
when Mr. Nixon and the Pentagon think the South Vietnamese can 
keep the present regime in power in Saigon without help. But that 
doesn’t mean they think the Viet Cong are to be lauded. They just 
think there is no threat to this country that nstifies running the 
number of Americans killed and wounded higl r, and of seriously 
dislocating the economy at home. 


Such occurrences as the carrying of Viet Cong flags in the war 
protest parade are indicative, however, of a two-fold danger that is 
always with us. There is the danger that revolutionary activists 
who are aiming at changes far more extensive than speeding the 
end of the war will gain ground they never could have gained 
without some such field of dissatisfaction. Then, at the same time, 
there is the danger that a lot of people who are for ending the war 
now still won’t join the war protests because they see the radical 
protesters and the Viet Cong flags and rate peace and revolution 
together. 


Mass protests such as those in Washington and San Francisco 
have the elements of trouble and violence in them. It seems right 
that they should be discouraged and probably may have to be 
outlawed. When they become so large that they disrupt a com­ 
munity’s legitimate activities, it seems right that they should be 
prevented even if there is no violence. But that doesn’t mean that 
there should not be vigorous protest against the Indochina war. 


It can best take the form of group pronouncements and of 
personal letters and personal contact with legislators. If the men 
who represent us in Washington know that we consider their stand 
on the war the most important consideration before them, and that 
we plan to remember it when we vote, most of them will heed us. 
We do not need to march through the streets of Washington or San 
Francisco. And we should ignore revolutionaries and crackpots 
who carry Viet Cong flags. If they cause trouble and land in jail, we 
should ignore that, too. But that should not deter us, either, in our 
demand that the men on Capitol Hill, in the Pentagon, and at the 
White House cease being so generous with other people’s lives. 


An Encouraging Development 


John Cunniff, Associated Press Business Analyst, said 
yesterday that one of the most encouraging economic develop­ 
ments in recent weeks has been the rate at which new housing is 
beginning to rise, after a depression that has left a critical shortage 
of decent shelter. The pace of private housing starts is now believed 
to approaching 2 million a year. It was 1,918,000 in March. By all 
logic should continue growing, now that mortgage money is 
available again. 
Lewis Eaton, president of the U. S. Savings & Loan League, 
comments that reports from all over the country show “you’d have 
to go back to pre-inflation years” to find financing opportunities 
comparable with those of today.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Buried Cl A Invasion Cash 


By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON 
— 
My 
associate Les Whitten has just 
returned from a treasure hunt 
for buried CIA cash in the 
Florida Keys where priates once 
stashed Spanish gold. 
He found one cache where 
thousands in molding $20 bills 
had been buried. But someone 
had reached the secret site 
ahead of him. All Whitten found 
were six weathered, matted $20 
bills that apparently had been 
dropped about 200 yards away. 
In an earlier column, we 
reported that the Central In­ 
telligence Agency had delivered 
bales of $20 bills to Cuban exile 
leaders to finance clandestine 
operations against Communist 
Cuba. 
A s s a s s in a tio n 
te a m s , 
sabotage squads and commando 
units were sent against Castro 
after the abortive Bay of Pigs 
invasion. These missions ap­ 
parently were halted after 
P r e s i d e n t 
K e n n e d y ’ s 
assassination. But the CIA 
continued to slip infiltration 
teams into Cuba to gather in­ 
telligence. 
The CIA paid all expenses, 
apparently, in cash. Huge sums 
were turned over to exile 
leaders, who gave no accounting 
of how they spent it. 
There were whispers that 
some money had disappeared 
into private bank accounts, that 
other thousands were buried in 
form er pirate lairs in the 
Florida Keys. 


SECRET CIA SITE 
One who perked up his ears 
over the whispers was Bradley 
Ayers, a former Army captain, 
who was on loan to the CIA in 
1963-64 to train Cuban assault 


teams. One training site had 
been located on Upper Key 
Largo on land that the Monroe 
County tax assessor’s office 
identified as belonging to the 
University of Miami. 
The CIA also operated out of a 
front, called Zenith Technical 
Enterprises, on the university’s 
south 
cam pus. 
Thus 
the 
respected university, wittingly 
or otherwise, provided the site 
for an extension course in in­ 
filtration and demolition. 
Ayres learned enough from 
his former trainees to figure out 
where some of the CIA money 
might be hidden. He told us he 
discovered a half-buried suit­ 
case full of molding, mutilated 
$20 bills. 
The suitcase was in a remote 
spot that h e . was confident 
wouldn’t be discovered. He took 
out a dozen bills to make sure 
they weren’t counterfeit. The 
banks redeemed all but two 
badly weathered $20 bills. 
Then 
A yers’ 
house 
was 
mysteriously broken into and 
records of his find were taken. 
Fearing the CIA or Cuban exiles 
were watching him, he dared not 
return to the cache. 
However, he told us his story 
and showed us the bank records. 
We also checked out his veracity 
carefully. I sent Les Whitten to 
accompany him back to the 
Keys to recover the CIA money. 
We 
notified 
the 
Treasury 
Department, in general terms, 
that all recovered CIA cash 
would be turned over to the 
Treasury. 


TREASURE HUNT 
Whitten, Ayers and Ayres’ 
wife flew to an air strip on Upper 
Key Largo. Using it as a base of 
operations, they reconnoitered 


the dark mangrove thickets, 
sluggish canals, treacherous 
swamps of sea grass, and 
crocodile-infested creeks where 
Ayres had once trained Cuban 
commandos. 
For two days, they chugged 
through the creeks in a shallow- 
draft 18-foot skiff, startled oc­ 
casionally by 
the barks 
of 
crocodiles. When 
they were 
convinced no one was following, 
they 
plunged 
through 
un­ 
derbrush so thick they couldn’t 
see four feet ahead. 
Finally, they came upon the 
bram ble-cloaked site where 
Ayres said he had discovered 
the suitcase. The soil at the 
hiding place had been turned up 
and sifted for ten yards in all 
directions. The underbrush and 
sea grass were tramped as if by 
many feet. 
The suitcase full of currency 
was gone. Disappointed, they 
combed the area. Within a 
quarter mile, then Whitten 
discovered a sheaf of three bills 
matted together with mud and 
grass. 
The bills were near scraps of a 
road map, which Ayers said had 
been used as a wrapper for the 
suitcase bills. 
Treasury records show the 
bills were printed between 
April, 1966, and August, 1968. 
There is no way to prove this 
was part of the money which the 
CIA continued to provide anti- 
Castroite exiles. But the stories 
that led to the cache came in 
part to Ayres from Cubans he 
helped train for the CIA. 


WASHINGTON WHIRL 
Volunteer Army — President 
Nixon is leading the opposition 
to his own proposal for a 
volunteer Army — at least for 


the next two years. At a secret 
White House legislative con­ 
ference, 
he 
w arned 
GOP 
congressional leaders: “Some 
votes to end the draft may look 
popular temporarily. But in the 
long 
view, 
our 
recom ­ 
mendations (to extend the draft 
for two years) will prove to be 
right.” White House aide Peter 
Flanigan explained to the 
leaders that “a shortfall of 
100,000 men is expected” next 
year. He described the Ad­ 
m inistration’s plans to en­ 
courage volunteers by offering 
financial incentives, including a 
$6,000 bonus to those will will 
reenlist for combat duty. But he 
warned this “would mean cuts 
in other vital areas in the 
Defense Department.” 
Hero's Reward — Exactly one 
year ago, Army Sgt. Maj. James 
P alm er 
leaned 
from 
his 
helicopter to draw fire and to 
warn his men on the ground of a 
Viet Cong ambush. A hurricane 
of enemy ground fire exploded 
his helicopter, killing him in­ 
stantly. TheU. S. awarded him a 
posthumous Silver Star for 
bravery but cut off payments to 
keep his 14-year-old son in a 
special school for children with 
learning 
problem s. 
Sub­ 
sequently, Mrs. Palm er has had 
to pay $1,700 out of her meager 
pension to keep her son in 
school. Embarrassed Pentagon 
officials told us the law allows 
tuition payments only if the 
father is alive. There are some 
165 children and handicapped 
wives who have been cut off 
from payments because of this 
technicality. We have called 
attention to this inequity in the 
past, and Sen. Mac Mathias, R- 
Md., is now lobbying to amend 
the law.

Police Need Mounts With Lawbreaking 


BATON ROUGE, La. — Like 
everybody else, only as usual 
more so, the kids are troubled by 
reports that the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation is getting out of 
hand. 
At 
Louisiana 
State 
University, for instance, the 
matter came up several times, 
with questions asked that 
demanded specific answers. 
What about the FBI agent who 
reported on the scoutmaster 
who wanted to take his troops to 
the Soviet Union? What about 
Hale Boggs’ charge that his 
telephone is being tapped? What 
about the charge that J. Edgar 
Hoover gave Lyndon Johnson 
details of Martin Luther King’s 
priapic extra-marital life? 
First, the context: 
in the 
absence of which explanations 
simply aren’t very useful. The 
most important thing to bear in 
mind is that you do not need any 
policework at all when there are 
no lawbreakers. But as law- 
breaking mounts, so does the 
necessity for police-work. 
Second, the rise in lawlessness 
is in two general categories: 
conventional crime, and what 
one might call ideological 
crime. Car theft, mugging, rape, 
and murder have risen spec­ 
tacularly during the past ten 
years. This requires intensified 
police activity, refined methods 
of crime detection, and im­ 
provement in the judicial and 
penological systems. 
The 
rise 
in 
subversion 
requires more subtle treatment. 
During the thirties, forties, and 
fifties, subversion was mostly 
the organized job of the Com­ 
munist Party, as agents for the 
Soviet 
Union. 
The 
FBI 
brilliantly penetrated the CP, 
and 
the 
tightly-disciplined 
Communists were neutralized. 
During the sixties, subversion 
proliferated: became, in a 
manner of speaking a free en­ 
t e r p r i s e , 
d e c e n t r a l i z e d 
operation, of the kind that can’t 
be patrolled by the penetration 
of 
a 
single 
central 
unit. 
Nowadays 
one 
Bernardine 
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Dohrn is capable of plotting to 
dynam ite the Em pire State 
Building with a 
half dozen 
people involved in the operation. 
To interfere with subversive 
loners requires a dragnet of 
very fine mesh. 
How fine? I recall the uproar 
against J. Edgar Hoover and the 
FBI after the assassination of 
John F. Kennedy. Why hadn’t 
Hoover got on to Lee Harvey 
Oswald? 
Mr. Hoover’s answers to the 
Warren Commission were ex­ 
tremely interesting. The answer 
to the first question was: the 
FBI did indeed have a file on Lee 
Harvey Oswald. 
Mr. Hoover’s answer to the 
second question was that if the 
FBI roped in everybody who is a 
security risk before a President 


was permitted to pass through, 
the sequestration would involve 
— in a major city — several 
thousand 
people: 
and 
the 
American public (correctly, in 
Mr. Hoover’s estimate) simply 
wouldn’t stand for it. So, in the 
case of, for instance, Oswald, 
the FBI had a dossier on him, 
which however was of only 
posthumous use — but it didn’t 
drag him in. Nor should it have. 
Cases. The way one finds out 
about the Lee Harvey Oswalds 
of this world is by accumulating 
vast amounts of information, 
most of it absolutely useless. It 
requires a greater imagination 
than I have to figure out the 
reason why a scoutm aster 


desires to take his boys to 
Russia. But I am prepared to 
assume, in the absence of any 
evidence that anyone was ever 
persecuted on account of his 
having traveled, during his 
vacation, to Russia, that this is 
whatomnium-gatherum means: 
you begin by collecting all data, 
almost without discrimination. 
On the matter of Mr. Boggs, 
we have the 
word 
of 
the 
President of the United States 
that Mr. Boggs’ phone was not 
tapped. There are those who say 
that Mr. Nixon would not 
hesitate to prevaricate. All 
right, give Mr. Nixon’s critics 
the benefit of the doubt. But why 
would Mr. Nixon lie, if there is a 
chance he would be caught? Or 
is it conceivable that John 
Mitchell lied to him? Again the 
answer is: hardly. Did Mr. 
Hoover lie to John Mitchell? It is 
far likelier that Mr. Boggs was 
misled, or that he is off on some 
sort of ideological bender, than 
that Mr. Hoover lied to the 
Attorney General. 
Finally, the m atter of Martin 
Luther King. We do not know 
whether it is so. But, I consider 
this the single most serious 
charge leveled against the FBI, 
inasmuch as Dr. King was not a 
government 
employe, 
and 
assaults on his privacy, if they 
do not bear remotely on the 
security of the nation against 
crim e 
or 
subversion, 
are 
inexcusable. 
What is the balance? It 
suggests that the case against 
the FBI is very weak: indeed, 
that it is mostly ideological. If 
anybody wants to make a more 
convincing case against the 
FBI, surely it should take the 
form of saying that they are 
underachieving rath er than 
over-zealous. After all, when one 
gets mugged, raped, murdered, 
or blown up these days, it is done 
not by the FBI, but by those the 
FBI failed to lay their hands on.

The indelible combination of 


numerals and letters tells 
Coleman if a horse is the one the 
groom, trainer or program say 
it is, and only eight horses out of 
the thousands he's checked have 
shown the wrong combination 


"In each case," Coleman 


says 
"there simply was a 


mistake on the part of the 


trainer They weren't trying to 
fool anyone There isn't a 
business, a sport, policed like 
horse racing " 


Saturday, Coleman will arrive 


at Churchill Downs early and 
head for the paddock 


"The job is simple, but a guy 


who doesn't know what he's 
doing can get the life kicked out 
of him," says Coleman "You 
just grab the horse's upper lip, 
jerk it up and look at the num- 
ber It just takes an instant " 


If the number is the proper 


one, the horses can run If not, 
he's scratched from the race 


The few horses which haven't 


been tattooed yet are identified

His Louisville Lips 
Never Horse Around 


By BILL WINTER 
LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) — 
He’s a giant in the eyes of the 
tattooed clan and their lips are 
his alone. 
Walter K. Coleman wouldn’t 
have it any other way. 
“ I’ve checked their lips by the 
thousands,” says the 69-year-old 
Coleman. “And only seldom,” 
he laughs, “ have they given me 
any trouble.” 
The opening chapter of a 
Lurid novel? 
No, ju st the 
unusual livelihood of one of 
horse 
ra c in g ’s 
nosiest 
characters. 
Coleman tours race tracks in 
his native Kentucky and other 
states 
from 
F eb ru ary 
to 
D ecem ber, 
checking 
the 
identifying 
tatoos 
all racing 
thoroughbreds carry inside their 
upper lip. 
At 
L ouisville’s 
C hurchill 
Downs, he checks entrants for 
each race, including Saturday’s 
Kentucky Derby. 
The indelible combination of 
num erals and 
letters 
tells 
Coleman if a horse is the one the 
groom, trainer or program say 
it is, and only eight horses out of 
the thousands he’s checked have 
shown the wrong combination. 
“ In each c a se ,” Coleman 
says, 
“ there simply was 
a 
mistake on the part of the 


trainer. They w eren’t trying to 
fool anyone. T here isn’t a 
business, a sport, policed like 
horse racing.” 
Saturday, Coleman will arrive 
a t Churchill Downs early and 
head for the paddock. 
“The job is simple, but a guy 
who doesn’t know what he’s 
doing can get the life kicked out 
of him,” says Coleman. “You 
just grab the horse’s upper lip, 
jerk it up and look at the num­ 
ber. It just takes an instant.” 
If the number is the proper 
one, the horses can run. If not, 
he’s scratched from the race. 
The few horses which haven’t 
been tattooed yet are identified 
by registered body markings, 
copies of which Coleman keeps 
in a card file. 
“ Identifying is fairly easy for 
m e,” says Coleman, “Because 
I’m large — 6-foot-4, 235 pounds 
— and a horse’s eyes magnify 
things. To them, I must be a 
giant.” 
He notes he’ll be checking the 
world’s top horses on Derby 
Day, and laughs as if telling 
himself an inside joke. 
“ I’ve never been bitten while 
checking a horse, but I know 
some guys who have.” 
When you go straight to the 
horses’ mouth, you just can’t be 
too careful.
